KRIKUN, Yuriy Olexandrovich and DZHUR, Eugen Olexiyovich, all citizens of 
the Ukraine + correction of information on myself and Mr. SOKOLOV). 

In addition, I would appreciate your responses to the following questions: 

- Does such situation when not all the Patent Holders/ Assignees are indicated 
in the patent publication correspond to the rules of patents publications 
effective in the United States? 

- If there is an error in the Patent Certificate and Patent Publication, I 
wonder how it could have occurred if the USPTO had previously recorded 
the Assignment? Who must have watched the correctness of the 
information on Assignees/Patent holders and who is 'guilty" about this 
situation? And who should assume the damages caused to the Patent 
Holders/Assignees by the non-indication of all the Patent Holders/ Assignees 
in the Patent Publication/Patent Certificate? 

- How long it would take to correct the information on the Patent
